until Thursday. 
Seed Oats 


The situation as regards the local 
buying and selling of seed oats came 
up with the announcement of Presi- 
dent Wood that certain delegates were 
able to supply information where seed 
oats could be obtained from farmers 
in the north by farmers in the south. 

Several delegates declared that the 
government order-in-council respect- 
ing the sale of seed oats prevents the 
farmers selling to one another. While 
it was conceded that a permit for such 
transactions could be obtained from 
the Dominion seed commissioner at 
Calgary, it was said that seed going to 
Southern Alberta from the north had 
to pass through the government term- 
inal elevator at Calgary and the price 
was not only increased more than it 
should be but that there were charges 
of mixing and tampering with such 
seed. 

Such statements were reputed by 
other delegates Mr. Clark of Irma 
champloned the government order, 
claiming that he had no difficulty tn 
buying a carload of seed oats from a 
farmer west of Edmonton, 

A delegate from Grande Prairie 
stated emphatically that although 
there were heavy stocks of good seed 
oaty available in his district for ehip- 
ment on two occasions, the govern- 
ment officials had definitely refused 
the Grande Prairie people the right 
to ship to applicants from the south. 

Director Bredin of Clairmont toKt 
the convention that J. J. Murray of 
Edmonton said there were 160,000 
bushels of first-class seed oate in the 
north which he (Mr, Murray) was 
willing to bring out and pay @ prem- 
jum of 25 cents a bushel over the price 
fixed by the government. 

D. W. Warner wanted a special re- 
port on the matter from the executive 
but President Wood thought the posi- 
tlon had been made clear by a letter 
read by Mr, Clark in which the order 
and attitude of the government seed 
grain commissioner was made clear, 
This levter denied that the farmere 
were prevented from selling seed oats 
to one another providing the necessary 
authority was obtained and the seed 
passed inapection, 

Division Over Exacutive 

The last constitutional amendment 
on the agenda led the convention into 
the deep waters of a prolonged debate 
on the principles and application of 
proportional representation in voting. 
The amendment proposed a registra- 
tion form of nominations for the four 
executive offices, it being understood 
that hereafter there wil! be but two 
elected each year, according to 
amendment providing for continuity o 
appointment, 

Delegate Jas. Welr was opposed to 
the amendment, declaring that if pro- 
portional representation systems of 
voting were good enough to advocate 
as a principle by the U.F.A., it was 
good enough to try out in practice. 
Some of the epeakers argued for 
straight appointment by majority be- 
cause it would insure harmony within 
the executive, “I was a dynamiter vwo 
vears ago the same as 1 am now, and 
yet I was able to work as an executive 
officer with the others during 1917. A 
little good healthy criticism is some- 
times beneficial, It keeps the board 
from becoming & mutual admiration 
society.”

The position of the 
company is substantially that 
while they refuse to supply gas 
themselves at the prices agreed 
upon, they also refuse to allow the 
city to get gas from any other 
parties at such prices as might be 
obtainable. No company should 
- be allowed to play dog-in-the-man- 

ger in that fashion.

der-in-council to allow the seizure 
by the assistant Dominion grain 
commissioner, A. E, Wilson, of 
seed oats in elevator or railway 
car; that is, in store or transit. 
On such seizure being made, the 
owner was to be paid the Calgary 
price for No. 2 Canada Western 
oats, plus four cents premium, and 
the oats were to be stored in the 
Government elevator at Calgary 
for sale to applicants for seed oats, 
Under this order, if the owner 
undertook to ship his oats they 
taken from him at a fixed 


were 
price, without regard to special 
quality as sced. Having been 


stored in the Calgary elevator they 
are offered for sale at such price 
as in the judgment of the assist- 
ant seed grain commissioner will 
clear the transportation, storage 
and overhead charges. Recently 
an offer of seed oats at $1.161% a 
bushel at the Calgary elevator was 
made, an advance of approximate- 
ly 34 cents a bushel in the price 
then being actually paid by the 
commissioner for oats. The Bulle- 
tin is informed that at Calgary 
oats bought as No. 2 C. W., if pass- 
ed as sufficiently free from weed 
seeds, are turned into the elevators 
as seed without having been test- 
ed for germination, and are there 
mixed with the best seed oats, for 
which a premium of four cents a 
bushel has been paid. The Bulie- 
tin is also informed that oats con- 
taining up to thirty-five kernels to 
the pound of wild oats are also 
turned in as seed oats, 

In the result the farmer who 
needs seed oats is unable to buy 
selected seed at any price, and 
must pay for the inferior and mix- 
ed seed he does buy an exorbitant 
advance on the price the farmer 
who grew the seed secured from 
the Government. The man who 
pays the seed prices wants sound, 
clear and vigorous seed. A few 
cents on the price per bushel is of 
small account compared with the 
advantage of getting good seed. 
Under the system of Government 
interference he pays the price but 
does not get the quality, while the 
grower is compelled to sell the 
highest quality of seed at 
same price as his neighbor gets for 
a lower quality, and at such a 
small advance on the market price 


of seed oats that it becomes an in- | 


ducement to him to lower the 
quality of his seed by mixing the 
largest possible proportion of the 
lower priced seed oats with the 
grain he sells for grain. 

If the Government is not pre- 
pared to pay a _ discriminating 
price for varying qualities of seed 
oats, and is unable to sell at less 
than 34 cents a bushel advance, it 
should leave the seed oat business

War Service Gratuity 


who has served overseas is six months. 


As soon as a soldier is discharged from 
the army his first concern is to find a job. 


He may not find a job at once. 


During 


his period of unemployment he will how- 
ever be in receipt of his War Service 


Gratuity. 


Before the Armistice was signed “post 
discharge pay” was granted to discharged 


soldiers. 


Upon the signing of the Arm- 


istice it was felt necessary to make certain 


changes. 


A larger grant will now be made to all 
who have served at the front whether 
discharged before or after the Armistice. 
Those who were on active service on the 
date of the Armistice, but had not served 
at the front, will also receive a gratuity, 
on a higher scale. 

The War Service Gratuity is given over 
and above any “back pay,” pension or 
clothing allowance to which a man may 


be entitled. 


It is given in addition to all the care, 
attention and service which the Govern- 
ment will devote in order to restore our 
fighting men to civil life. 


To Whom Awarded. 


All soldiers discharged on or after 
November 11th, 1918, who have served 
with good conduct will receive War Service 
Gratuity according to their class. 

Soldiers discharged before November 


11th, 


1918, will. receive War Service 


Gratuity only if they served at the front 
in any actual theatre of war. 

If a soldier discharged before November 
11th, 1918, did not serve in an actual 
theatre of war he will be entitled only to 
post discharge pay—according to his class 
on the old scale. 


The Amount of the Gratuity. 


The gratuity consists of a continuation 
of a soldier’s pay, field allowance and 
separation allowance for a period beyond 
his discharge. 

This period is graded according to the 
length and character of service. 

If his service has been in part overseas 
his gratuity is figured on a higher scale 
than that of the man who has served only 


in Canada, 


The maximum gratuity for the man 


This is given to the man whose total ser- 
vice amounts to three years or more. 
Three months gratuity is the maximum 
for the man who has served in Canada 
only, and it is given for three years’ 


service. 


If the monthly pay and allowances for 
a man whose dependents have been re- 
ceiving separation allowance should be 
less than $100 he is given $100 per month 
as gratuity. A part of the gratuity equal 


to separation allowance will 


be paid 


direct to the dependent entitled to it. 

If the monthly pay and allowances for 
a man without such dependents should 
amount to less than $70.00 he is to receive 


$70.00 per month. 


Further, every gratuity granted will 
amount to at least one month’s pay, field 
allowance and separation allowance. 


When Payable, 


Men who have already been discharged 
will be given the gratuity to which they 


are entitled (less any ‘ 


‘post discharge 


pay” they have received) after February 


Ist, 1919. 


Application for an adjustment must be 


made to the paymaster 


of the district 


from which the soldier was discharged. 
The necessary forms to be filled out in 
support of each claim for adjustment may 
be obtained from the military headquar- 
ters of each district, from district and unit 
paymasters and from officers commanding 


militia units. 


Men who are still in the service will 
receive their first month’s gratuity im- 
mediately upon their discharge—unless

full pay and allowances from the 


Department of Soldiers Civil Re-Estab- 


lishment. 


Men who are in the care of the Soldiers’ 
Civil Re-Establishment will get their gra- 
tuity as soon as they cease to receive full

By this token Canada will record her 
appreciation of her soldiers and sailors-— 
to a degree more generous than that 
shown by any other nation.

Cost of the War 

The cost of the war to Canada as 
at 30th November, with all outetand- 
ing items carefully eemputed, was 
about $1,125,000,000 as compared with 
$685,000,000 up to the corresponding 
date a year ago, The balance due tc 
Canada by Great Britain, In the open 
accounts between the two oountries, 
is about $170,000,000. If we desire to 
consider the extent to which Great 
Britain's debt to Canada on war ac- 
count may help our finances by ita 
liquidation at a future time, we have 
to add to this $200,000,000 due to the 
Canadian banks by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, - 

The Victory Loans 

In November, 1917, the first Victory 
Loan (the fourth Canedian War 
Loan) was offered. The sum asked 
Was $150.000,000, and 875,000 people 
subscribed $421,000,000, The figures 
we quoted a year ago were largely 
exceeded when the returns were com- 
pleted. ‘This issue was made at 98.67, 
and if it had followed the fate of 
most war loans, it would have declin- 
ed tn price somewhat before the next 
loan appeared, but the organization 
which made the issue #0 successful 
took care of the market so well that, 


| while a very considerable percentage 


of the loan was turned over from day 
to day, the issue price was not mere- 
ly maintained, but was raised to par 
by July, 1918. As a consequence, 
when the second Victory Loan came 
out tn October last, the Finance Min- 
ister was able to make the issue 
price par with accrued interest. The 
latest figures for this loan show thay 
while $300,000,000 was asked, 1,080,- 
000 people have subscribed for $690,- 
000,000. We were very Proud that 
the subscriptions to the loan of 1917 
reached a total of $53.87 per head of 
our population, but the amount sub- 
scribed to the 1918 loan was $88.10 
per head. In 1917 one oaltizen {n every 
9.02 bought a bond, and tn 1918 one tn 
every 7.25. The largest amount mb- 
head waa in Ontario, 
where the average was $128.75, and 
where one In every 4.94 bought bonds. 
The smallest was in Prince Edward 
Island, where the average was §32.14, 
and one in every 17.33 bought bonds. 
In these caleumtiona the population 
is estimated at 7,821,200. This is not 
an official estimate, but f was made 
with great care.

Geat Britain's Task 

Thie may be a good point at which 
to consider the position of Great 
Britain. The report of our London

The Bank of England has the larg-

Bratain controls a large percentage 
of the new gold produced throughout 
the world, and in the seramble for 
gold which we shall doubtless see for 
many years to come, she will have the 
best position. In raising money for 
the prosecution of the war she has 
shown a wonderful confidence in her 
people as to their power, 8&8 well as 
to their willingness, to provide what- 
ever was necessary, week by week, 
and she has latterly avoided the large 
issues at particular moments which 
have so disturbed finance elsewhere

War Finance 


What she was not able to pay was 
her indebtedness to the United States 
and Canada for munitions supplied, 
as this required international money, 
that is ,gold balances due by for- 
eign countries.

000,000 in gold, as well as a large 
amount of securities, and had closed 
down her manufactures for export 
{in order to produce munitions, and 
thus, after making huge loans to the 
allies, she began to require those out- 
side loans which are now roughly 
estimated at about $5,000,000,000. Her 
loans to the allies are supposed to 
balance the loans she _ obtained 
abroad, and we need have Iittle fear 
lish her supremacy in the field of fi- 
lish her supremacy on the field of fi- 
nance throughout the world, great as 
are the difficulties surrounding her 
position. Committees are discussing 
every phase of her !ndustrial and 
financial future, and it is realized by 
her, as we wish it were in some other 
countries, that uncertainty as to the 
conditions which will surround her 
industries {s the greatest of all ene- 
mies to progress. She will doubtless 
relax only slowly the regulations of 
trade and finance made necessary by 
the war, perhaps still rationing raw 
materials, recognizing the priority of 
essential industries, supervising new 
issues of securities, and checking the 
export of capital. 

War Production 

We have endeavored during the 
war to give some idea, even if the in- 
formation were fragmentary, of the 
scope of munition-making in Canada, 
especially the work of the Imperial!

Regina, Sask, Jan 21.--Premier 
Martin outlined the provision of the 
Minimum Wage bil! for women in
